The feast of the 
Passover, 
or 


Pesach, as it is called in. the Bible, is 
being celebrated all over the world by 
tlie Jews today. It 
commemorates 


the exodus of the Jews from Egpyt, 
says the Time-Star. 
It is so called 


because'the Lord in slaying the first- 
born of the Egyptians passed [by the 
houses inhabited by the 
Hebews, 


leaving , them . unmolested.- moAng 
the peculiar things connected with 
the observance of Passover are the 
prohibition of the partaking of any 
leavened food for eight days. 
When 


the Israelites left Egypt they were in 
gient haste and had no time for pre- 
pari;og the ordinary ^leaveced bread. 
TLey therefore baked for themselves 
unleavened bread of the dough they 
already had. This is called mazoth 
and is eaten during the whole week 
of Pesach. The real ^ceremony take 
place tonight and is called the seder. 
The supper table is adorned with 
many dainties and a hearty me'al and 
plenty of wine part of the program. 
But everything is cooked in separate 
dishes kept only for use on Passover, 
and after a careful search all traces 
of leaven are banished form the house.
